In a chapter on (his subject the 
Amrriciiii Rural /Ionic concludes: 
To remedy the evils which we have 
characterized the farmer should tirsi 
impure more carefully inlo t he moral 
character Of those he would employ. 
If he were to employ, as trustee. 'a 
man to teach the district school, he 
would require good moral character 
a mdispensiblc qualification, 
Without it, the teacher would not 
receive a cert ilicalc from the school 
commissioner. But the school t, 
is with your children but a few hours, 
in the middle of the day. in the 
presence of many others.' His op- 
portunities for corrupting youi 
dren are not able lo be compared witll 
those of the hired man. whose morals 
you hardly consider it worth while to 
invest igate. 

Second, wherever practicable, rod 

should give your employee Labor the 

year round. In thai way the man be- 
comes more attracted to "your in; 
and less exposed to ovd influences, 
than if obliged to live the life of a 

tramp in winter, consuming t he vvaucs 
of the working pern d. Then it gives 
him more encouraocmeui lo save, as 
he can accumulate a little everv 
month in t he year.

torch one hundred mid fifty oat feet 
anil one inch, and which was present- 
ad to the American people by the peo 
pin nl France, the funds for eomplet 
ing the work being subscribed to by 
both rich and poor people of that 
country. 

M. Augiistn Bartholdi, the origina- 
tor and executor of th« mammoth 
figure, is an Alsaoian, who first Htu 
died painting l>m afterwerda turned to 

sculpture, and had a love for colossal 

art. The Idea of the work first oooar 

reil |o Inin some twenty years ago, and 
by the advice and with the assir.lanoe 

of friends, he was enabled to bring out 
what is now the largest, statue iti the 
world. 

On its being pretested to America, 
M. Bartholdi paid a visit, to this conn 
try, and decided as the ntoet suitable 
place, on which the statue was forest, 
a email island in New York May, 
which in the very centre of New York 
harbor, and known then as Btdlot't 
bland) bnl is now called Liberty Isl- 
and. The American people were not. 
alone in showing their appreciation of 

the gift, and iet about raiting the ret 

cessary funds for erecting a suitable 
pedestal, on which the statue could 
sland. This was also contributed to 
by both rich and poor.
